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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 8, 2005, has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment after Final Office action, filed January 12, 2005, and the 
arguments therewith have been fully considered and are persuasive in light of amended claims. 
Therefore, the claim rejection made has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, 
the arguments are moot in view of a new ground of rejection. A non-final office action follows as 
below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3,8,9,11-15,17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Roy (4,615,667). 

Roy (4,615,667) discloses a carrying device for carrying a preform (102) in the oven or 
mold (54), the preform having a body and a tubular neck, the carrying device 
comprising a gripping device (Fig. 16A) having gripping claws (103) which encloses an 
outer surface of the neck to hold the preform, an inner core (104) which penetrates 
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axially inside the neck of the perform wherein the inner core having a lower 
substantially transverse surface (Fig. 16A), at least one outwardly and radially 
protruding member extending from the inner core to dissipate heat (col. 17, lines 16- 
57). Note that the fins, in the form of radiator, do not touch the preform. 
Re claims 8 and 17, figure 16A shows an ejection means having an ejection finger 108 
extending downwardly and is placed against the perform (Fig. 18A). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-7 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 16 and 19 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3,8,9,11-15,17, and 18 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
